Teaching Safety to the Children 


In this article the A. L. A. takes up 
accidents where children are hit and killed 
by automobiles while crossing or on the 
streets. More deaths and injuries are caused 
to children by autos in this way than in any 
other manner and therefore more thought 
and attention should be given to their 
prevention. Warnings should be sharper and 
more frequent because children are thought- 
less and the idea of danger coming to them 
soon vanishes once they are at play or out 
upon some errand unless the safety habit has 
become fixed. ; 

We are going to get to the point and call 
things by their right names, declares the 
A. L. A., for it is useless to try to stop ac- 
cidents unless we start and continue in the 
right way. We want mothers who have 
children attending school to make a business 
of talking safety to them. If you are talking 
at the child whenever it turns around 
whether it is doing right. or wrong, train 
yourself to talk safety instead of something 
else. In this way both ‘will benefit. En- 
courage the youngster in every way possible. 
If he is doing something he should not do or 
if he is doing something he should do, but 
doing it the wrong way, don’t get excited and 
frighten him out of his wits. 

Take a calm view of the matter and say: 
“Jimmie, I think Mother knows a better 
and safer way to do it”?;"or — ‘‘Let’s see if 
we can’t do it in a safer and better way.” 
Use the word safe and safety as often as you 
can so they will early become a part of his 
daily vocabulary. Remember his very life 
may depend upon the attitude taken in this 
matter. There are a thousand ways in 
which they may be used about the home. 
Something is always happening, some slight 
accident. Very carefully inquire how, 
whether you already know or not, and 
point out in what way it might have been 
done without having the trouble he got into, 
and have him do it again in the safe or right 
way. This is fundamental in safety edu- 
cation, The majority of children want to do 
right. If only parents were willing to take 
a few minutes time to train the child’s 
mind along the path of safe conduct in the 
home, the result, in the reduction of child 
accidents without any further education in 
this line, would be amazing. 

For instance, you read in the paper some 
morning of a boy run over and killed by an 
automobile. Perhaps you say to your 
neighbor ‘It is a disgrace to the country to 
let so many autos dash about the streets 
killing children regardless; how badly his 
poor mother must feel; and, if it was my boy 
‘ou may be sure his father would see about 
it, even if it cost him his all.” 

Well, all this is perfectly natural and right, 
especially with the limited knowledge of 
facts in your possession. But what are the 
facts?’ Let us trace the boy’s movements on 
his way to school that morning. 

Perhaps he kisses his mother good-bye — 
perhaps he doesn’t, but we are fairly correct 
In saying that when he left home there were 
thoughts other than safety in his mind. He 
was probably told not to be late and to be 
sure and not get his clothes dirty and to come 
straight home after school, all of which he 
intended to do, and all of which he probably 
would have done had he been brought u 
with the safety habit firmly fixed in his mind. 

As Jimmie goes on the way to his school, 
he, of course, meets companions and boy-like 
it is a case of ‘‘horse play’ or fooling, laugh- 
ing, punching each other and joking for he is 
only twelve and doing these things is his 
natural right and he would be a queer boy if

he failed to show his animal spirit in some 
such way. Suddenly he snatches the hat 
from the head of one of his friends and 
darts between two standing autos out into 
the street. 

Thirty feet away coming at a moderate 
speed is the auto that hits him and crushes 
out his young life. Less than three seconds 
have —three solemn ticks of the 
clock — yet within this space, due to the 
lack of a few simple instructions and a few 
minutes of time each day, a life has been 
wasted —a life that might have been of one 


greatness, 

The A. L. A. does not uphold any autoist 
who is reckless or drunk or who deliberately 
violates the laws, but the driver of the car 
that killed this boy was doing none of these 
things, At 15 miles, which was the speed of 
the car, it traveled in just one of the three 
seconds, twenty-two feet — and before any 
human agency could apply the brakes and 
stop it, it was too late. 

Seven-tenths of all such happenings to 
boys in the streets occur in some such way; 
but some good mother reading of it in the 
daily news breaks out in.a tirade against all 
auto drivers little realizing how far from the 
truth she is, Some boys have a habit of 
snatching hats and running away with them 
just to get the other boy to chase him. Some 
snatch them off and throw them in the street, 
and in order to rescue it before something 
serious befalls it, the owner darts after it and 
a tragedy is the consequence. Boys who do 
these things are creating danger for them- 
selves and others. 


The sudden dart off the sidewalk with the 
total unexpectedness of it is what creates the 
danger. No driver of an automobile is pre- 

red for it and it should not be e ted of 

im, He has the problems of the street 

itself, with the constant flow of vehicular 
traffic, the stream of people crossing and 
recrossing to look after, and if his attention 
was given to watching both sidewalks for 
such things he would soon find himself in 
serious trouble. 


In Massachusetts in 1923, 9754 people were 
hit and injured by automobiles and of these 
more than half or 4937 were children — 3500 
being boys and 1437 girls. Of the children 
killed in this manner 164 were boys and 59 
girls. 

This is a frightful record and one that 
parents should ponder over and strive in 
every way to lessen. The A. L. A. urges 
every parent to make some effort at their 
reduction. Don’t leave it to someone else. 
A word of warning to your own or some 
other child seen taking a risk may save one 
life; and don’t do it harshly for it is more than 
likely to defeat your good intention. Point 
out the danger and the reason for it. Suggest 
they confine their play to places other than 
the streets and tell them why. Tell them 
how many children were killed last year and 
try to enlist them to work with you in pre- 
venting so many deaths. Get them inter- 
ested. Have them form a safety club in their 
neighborhood, and tell them what things to 
talk about such as playing in the streets, 
dashing across without looking, carrying 
an umbrella so they cannot see in front of 
them, jumping off the sidewalk in play, 
stealing rides, daring automobilists, throwing 
stones at passing cars. 

Tell them that crossing the street slowly 
is the best way and if they get caught in 
traffic it is best to stand still, for then the 
autoist knows what to do; but he gets con- 
fused if a boy runs part way, stops, starts 
back and then goes forward. It is in this 
way a great many accidents happen. The 
main thing, however, is to get the boys 
interested. Their ingenuity will suggest 
many ways of doing things; it is wise to have 
them talk them over with the parents, for 
then it becomes a habit, and a habit can be 
made to become a fixture in one’s life, the 
same as the habits of animals. Habit in 
animals is an instinct. In human beings this 
instinct which probably once existed has 
largely disappeared from most of the race 
because now there is no particular use for it. 

Fear, however, is an inherited instinct and 
in children, especially, it often finds ex- 
pression, and a child whose most prominent 
trait is fear is doomed to a troubled and 
disappointed life because fear does not keep 
one out of danger. In fact it frequently is the 
cause of it and the parents of such a child 
should never frighten it or threaten it but 
try to show it the folly of being afraid, 
using as gentle means as possible. This, of 
course, after it is old enough to comprehend. 

To fear to go upon the streets because of 
danger is not under’ any circumstances. to 
be taught.the child. _ He should be told of the 
dangers and how to look out for himself, but

The students of Atlanta Seminary are 
white young men and women, largely from 
the rural parts of the South.

They 
have not had a college education, but they 
have had a better schooling than the pastors 
of their home churches. With the seminary 
training they will be well equipped for the 
work before them. This summer two of the 
young women are teaching daily vacation 
schools, one in the mountains of Tennessee 
and one in the pinewoods of West Florida. 
The young men are engaged in church work 
from North Carolina to Alabama. Wherever 
they go, they carry with them a gospel for 
the times and a broader spirit of racial 
tolerance. 

The last three summers have been gloomy 
ones for Southern farming, and the students 
who come to Atlanta Seminary bring very 
little money. They need aid to get through 
the year.

Frank Doyle Killed by Railroad Train 


Frank Doyle, aged thirty-one, of Green- 
wood road, West Andover, an employee of 
the Boston and Maine railroad, was struck 
and fatally injured by a train at Lowell 
Junction shortly before 11 o’clock Saturday 
evening. Doyle was found lying beside the 
tracks, terribly crushed and mutilated by 
the crew of a train which arrived at the 
Junction from Lowell just before 11 o'clock. 

He was picked up and placed on a train 
from Boston to Lawrence which is due in 
Andover at 11.03 p.m. and was taken to the 
Lawrence Gane Hospital in the central 
fire station ambulance which met the train 
when it arrived at the South Lawrence 
station. Doyle died early Sunday morning 
as a result of his injuries. Death was due to 
a fractured skull and internal injuries, 
according to hospital authorities. 

It is believed that Doyle was struck either 
by the passenger train which afterward 
brought him to Lawrence, or by a freight 
train travelling toward Boston which 
passed through the Junction just before the 
passenger train was due. Doyle was dis- 
covered lying face downward beside the 
tracks about fifty feet north of the station 
after members of the train crew from Lowell 
had heard his moans and traced them tothe 
spot where he was lying. Doyle,was.em- 
ployed by the railroad as -a: locomotive 
fireman. It is not known whether he was on 
duty at the time of the accident or whether he 
was returning home. 

The deceased is survived by his parents, 
George A. and Mary A. Doyle; three broth- 
ers, Charles, Frederick and Albert, and two 
sisters, Elizabeth E., and Martha M. 
Doyle, all of West Andover, 

Funeral services conducted by Rev. 
Newman Matthews of the West church were 
held Tuesday afternoon at two o’clock. 
Burial was in the family lot in the West 
parish cemetery.
